TO CANCEL REPARATIONS 
WITHOUT U. S. GUARANTEE 


Idea Is to Publish Germany’s Balance Sheet 
and Trust Washington Government 
to Act Accordingly.

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, June 


18.—It is said the big powers asso- 
ciated in the conference here on 


paring a final reparations settle- 
ment without a United States guar- 
antee of cancellation or revision of 
war debt payments due the United 
States. Any idea of a resolution to 
ask the United States Government 
to cancel the war debts apparently 
has been given up as likely to in- 
terfere with the presidential elec- 
tion in the United States. 


The method under discussion, it 
is said, is to cancel Germany’s un- 
conditional and conditional annu- 
ities under the Young plan, to bond 
the German railways for an un- 
determined amount and then, with- 
out a direct appea! to the United 
States, to publish ‘balance sheets 
showing Germany unable to pay 
its debts in the hope that the 
United States will draw favorable 
conclusions therefrom and act ac- 
cordingly.

PARIS, June 18.—The Cabinet 
voted unanimous approval today of 
the course of Premier Herriot at 
Lausanne and of Joseph Paul-Bon- 
cour, French delegate to the dis- 
armament conference at Geneva. 

Herriot, who came back from 
Lausanne for the Cabinet meeting. 
said there seemed to be a general 
desire there for agreement on 
debts and that certainly the ten- 
sion had diminished. He returns 
to Lausanne tomorrow night. 


HOOVER TO MAKE ONLY 
FEW MANOR SPEECHES, 


Announces He Will Take No 
Other Part in Presidential 
Campaign. 


Hy the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today announced for- 
mally he would “not take part in 
the forthcoming caimpaigr” except 
for a few major addresses. 

The President’s statement: 

“I have informed Republican 


leaders that except for a few major 
addresses expounding policies of 
the administration I will not take 
part in the forthcoming campaign 
as my undivided attention must be 
given to the duties of my office. 
“The campaign will be conduct- 
ed and managed entirely by Chair- 
man Sanders and the Republican 
organization. ; 
“It has been settled that the of- 
fices of the Republican National 
Committee should be removed 
from Washington and established 
at Chicago and New York. Mr. 
Sanders will be visiting Washington 
in the course of a few days to 
complete these arrangements. 

“In accordance with the tradi- 
tion since their beginning’ that 
heads of states should open the 
Olympic games, I had hoped to 
avail myself of that pleasure and 
I had also hoped to spend a few 
weeks at my home at Stanford 
University, but at the moment this 
seems improbable as my  para- 
mount, duty is here.” 

The President also decided today 
to cancel his customary week-end 
trip to his Rapidan fishing camp in 
the Virginia mountain. He will 
remain close to his desk, conferring 
with governmental and political 
leaders personally by telephone.

COUSIN ENDS HIS LIFE 


Esten Bolling Left Two Notes 
Indicating Intention to Com- 
mit Suicide.

MOUNTAIN LAKES, N. J., June 
18.—Death from gunshot woxynds 
of Esten Bolling, a cousin of 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, was  an- 
nounced today. 

It was also disclosed that Bolling 
left two notes indicating an inten- 
tion to commit suicide. 

Bolling, 38 years old, was a heat- 
ing and ventilating engineer. He 
died last night at his home 
Yorke Village. The. body was found 
by°a man who called on business. 
There was a gun lying beside the 
body. Mrs. Bolling was away on a 
vacation. The letters Bolling wrote 
before he died bore on the en- 
velopes the inscription: ‘Thoughts 
of a man about to commit suicide.” 

Bolling’s friends said he had suf- 
fered financial reverses. He had 
been a resident of Mountain Lake 
for three years, coming from Ken- 
tucky. |

DR. BUTLER URGES 
REPUDIATION OF 
b. 0. P. DRY PLANK 


| Will Lead Fight in State 


Conventions to Disavow 
- Pronouncement ‘Adopted 
at Chicago. 


DECLARES HOOVER 
OK’D EVERY WORD 


Denounces Party Control of 
Job-Holders and Advises 
‘Democrats to Name Their 
Best Man. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 18.—The 


New York World-Telegram says 
Dr. Nicholis Murray Butler, presi- 


dent of Columbia University, who 
led the fight for a repeal plank in 
the Repu»lican national platform, 
will lead a movement for repudia- 
tion of the Chicago plank by New 
Engiand and Middle-Atlantic Re- 
publican state conventions. 

If he succeeds, Dr. Butler is 


| quoted as saying, President Hoover 


may have “a sporting chance” of 
re-election; if he fails, he predicted 
the Republican party will “‘go over 
the dam.”’ 

Adoption of the present plank 
was described by Dr. Butler ‘%s 
“the most shocking exhibition of 
patronage control of a convention 
since 1872, when Ulysses.S. Grant 
won his second nomination.” 
“Repugnant to G. O. P. Traditions.” 

“IT was told,” he said, “that six 
Cabinet members were at the con- 
vention, that 37 of the 97 delegates 
from New York ind upward of 400 
of the convention’s membership 
were officeholders. 

“This is repugnant to Republican 
traditions, In 1904 Roosevelt de- 
clared against the _ election of 
Federal officehélders as _  dele- 
gates, and in 1924 in Febru- 
ary, Cooledge gave a stern state- 
ment to the press deploring the 
sending of postmasters and oth- 
er officeholders to the convention 
which nominated him. 

“But t..s year the postmasters 
were actually whipped up by the 
Postoffice Department as we saw 
by that scandalous incident in Mis- 
souri.” 

He referred, he said, to an ap- 
peal made in behalf of Hoover’s 
candidacy by an Assistant Post- 
master-General (Gluver) at a con- 
vention (at Springfield) of post- 
masters of Missouri. Glover later 
denied that his appeal was polit- 
ical. He declared he meant only 
that the postmasters should sup- 
port the President in his relief 
program and other policies. 

Tells How His Plank Was Beaten. 

Dr. Butler said he had been told 
that the prohibition plank adopted 
was written by Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills, in Chicago; Ray 
Benjamin of San Francisco, E. A. 
Van Valkenburg of Philadelphia, 
Charles F. Scott of Iola, Kan. “But 
every word was passed by the 
White House,” Dr. Butler added. 

He said his plank, embodied in 
the Bingham minority report, 
would have won had the convention 
been “let alone,” “We had 610 
assured votes on Monday night,” he 
said. “Estimates that we could 
muster 700 votes were made. In 
any event, we had a majority, and 


then the administration leader, 
taking orders from Washington, 
got busy. 


‘“‘They knew we had them beaten 
—that the convention, if uninflu- 
enced by the White House, would 
go for repeal. They made inroads 
in Pennsylvania and Ohio and some 
in Massachusetts. They were suc- 
cessful in Southern delegations, 
where the delegates are _ readily 
reached by patronage considera- 
tions. Mississippi’s delegation held 
out, but elsewhere they changed 
votes materially. 

“In effect, they said: ‘We expect 
to be in power, dispensing patron- 
age for another four years. What 
jobs can these repeal fellows hand 
you;’ and it worked. 


“I saw an interesting analysis in 
a Cleveland newspaper, which 
showed that, eliminating the South- 
ern Uelegations, we had a major- 
ity. One of the most gratifying in- 
cidents was the fact we had five of 
the 13 votes from Maine, the pion- 
eer prohibition State. 

“I have been deluged, at Chicago 
and since I reached home, with 
telegrams from all over the coun- 
try, from men and women alike, 
the genera! tenor of which is: 
“‘We’re through. No matter what 
the Democrats do, it can’t possibly 
be as bad as what the Republicans 
have done’.”’ 

Butler’s Ad -ice to Democrats, 

Dr. Butler did not indicate any 
intention on his own part to bolt 
the Republican party, but he ad- 
jured the Democrats to “submerge 
private feuds and nominate their 
wisest man.” 

He then named over a list of 
Democratic leaders who he thought 
were presidentia! timber, but did 
not include Gov. Franklin  D.

3 CLEWS FOUND 
NN MAN'S SLAYING 
INHIS APARTMENT 


Torn Piece of Suspender 
Strap in the Hand of Wil- 
liam T. McGraw, Shoe 


Factory Foreman. 


POLICE CHECKING 
ADDRESS BOOK 


Apartment House Manager 
Also Furnishes 
Phone Number She 
Dialed for Victim. | 


Twenty-four hours’ investigation 
left the police today with three 
clews in the killing of William T. 
McGraw, shoe factory foreman, 
who was found dead in his apart- 
ment, 3734 Washington boulevard, 
yesterday morning, with a bullet 


hole over the right eye. 

The first is a strip of black and 
white checked suspender strap, 18 
inches long and % of an inch wide, 
whieh was found in McGraw’s left 
hand. It had been torn and con- 
tained a metal fastener at one end. 

The second is a half-remembered 
telephone number which Mrs. An- 
na Dupree manager of the apart- 
ment, dialed for McGraw at 8 
o’clock Thursday night, the last 
time she saw him alive. Mrs. Du- 
pree has told police McGraw asked 
for a man named Ray and, from 
bits of the conversation she over- 
heard; apparently was making an 
appointment. She recalled the ex- 
change dialed war CAbany. 

The third clev is an address 
book, found among McGraw’s ef- 
fects. It contains the names and 
telephone numbers of several men. 
Some of those in the book are 
named Ray and all of that name 
will be questioned, police said. 

Attempts to investigate the tele- 
phone numbers met with an early 
set-back when police discovered, 
by calling several of them, that 
they apparently had been trans- 
posed in accordance with some 
code, known only to McGraw. At 
all the numbers called, police were 
unable to find anyone who would 
admit knowing the man. 

Kept Affairs to Himself. 

McGraw was a mystery to other 
tenants of the Washington Manor 
apartment building, where he had 
occupied a. three-room efficiency 
for more than a year. Many men, 
particularly young men, visited 
him, police were informed, but no 
woman was ever seen with him. 
He was pleasant to other res- 
idents but discussed virtually none 
of his affairs and did not intro- 
duce uny of his visitors to fellow 
tenants when they happened to 
meet in the halls or lobby. He did 
say, it was stated at the apart- 
ment, that he was helping finan- 
cially several former employes of 
the shoe company. 

At the Milius Shoe Co., 2235 
O’Fallon street, where he had been 
employed as a foreman for seven 
years, McGraw was equally secre- 
tive. Leo H. Snyder, personnel man- 
ager of the factory, who identified 
the body at the morgue, was only 
able to tell the police the foreman 
was 55 years old, unmarried and 
believed to have relatives in Ban- 
gor, Me. 

Inquest is Continued. 

An inquest, called for today, was’ 
continued until next Thursday after 
three witnesses had testified. They 
were the maid who found the 
body, Mrs. Dupree and the police- 
man who was first on the scene. 

Present at the inquest was Wil- 
liam L. Collins, 2749 Harries Lane, 
St. Louis County, also a foreman 
at the. shoe factory, whe recalled 
indorsing a note for McGraw about 
five years ago. At the time, Col- 
lins told the Post-Dispatch, Mc- 
Graw said he wanted $200 to 
“put my boy through school and 
pay some taxes, back in Maine.’” 

Collins also recalled that Mc- 
Graw once said, “I used to be a 
prison foreman.” Collins thought 
the prison was in .Minnesota or 
Michigan. . 

After the inquest Chief of De- 
tectives Kaiser said he had becn 
informed that the dead man’s real 
name was not McGraw. He imme- 
diately ordered the department’s 
Bertillion expert to take finger- 
print impressions from the body in 
an effort to determine whether the 
prints are on file. If they are found 
to be not on file here, copies will be 
forwarded to the National Bureau 
of Identification at Washington. 
Police Recognize Faces, 

He took this action after police 
had obtained a group photograph 
in which they said they were able 
to identify at least two men 
familiar to them standing beside 
McGraw. Officers said they 
thought they saw several others in 
the group whom they knew, but 
were not prepared to state finally. 

The two whom police recognized 
were Angelo Lonibardo, whose pic- 
ture and finger-prints are listed at

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SEVERE-EARTHOUAKE 
FELT IN MEO CITY 


Three Persons Killed in Dis- 
turbance at Colima—Many 
Public Buildings Damaged. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO. CITY, June 18.—At 
least three persons were killed and 
many public buildings were dam- 
aged today by an earthquake which 
shook Colima. It was the second 
big quake of the month. 

The disturbance was felt in many 
parts of Mexico, Here in Mexico 
City the populace was terrified 
and many persons fled to parks 
and fields of the suburbs. 

Dispatches from Colima said 
that three sharp quakes were felt 
there. A wide area of the State of 
Jalisco also was affected and it 
was feared that the death toll 
would mount. 

The epicenter is estimated to 
have been about 500 miles south- 
west of Mexico City, probably in 
the Pacific. 

Colima was badly damaged by an 

earthquake earlier this month. 
Gudalajara reported that the 
shocks were heavy there. 
The worst dust storm in years 
swept over Mexico City and su- 
burbs, yesterday afternoon, causing 
numerous minor traffic accidents. 
For half an hour it was impossible 
to distinguish buildings a block 
away. When the blow was over 
there was a fine covering of dust 
on everything in town. 


Radio From Ship Reports Damage 
at Manzanillo. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.— 
The Mackay Radio Stetion here re- 
ported receipt of a message from 
the boat Chicken-at-the-Sea saying 
buildings were knocked over at 
Manzanillo, Mexico, by a sharp 
earthquake today. The city was 
in confusion, the Captain’s radio 
said. The ship was forced by port 
restrictions to close its wireless be- 
fore giving details of the reported 
disaster. . 

The Chicken-of-the-Sea arrived 
at Manzanillo, on the Pacific Coast 
due west of Mexico City, simul- 
taneously with the earthquake, 
which the Captain said lasted two 
minutes. 

Previously at 3 a. m. the ship 
felt the lighter disturbance at sea. 
The crew thought the craft had 
grounded or struck a submerged 
object, but 50 fathoms of rope was 
let out without striking bottom. It 
was not until they arrived at Man- 
zanillo ‘and encountered another 
shock that they reallzea wnat had 
happened. |

WASHINGTON, June 18. — The 


Senate last night defeated the 
House bonus bill providing imme- 
diate payment of $2,400,000,000 to 
veterans of the World War. 

A margin of 62 to 18 was rolled 
up against the measure despite an 
all-day siege of about 10,000 ex- 
service men on the Capitol. It was 
evident that the decision turned 
principally on the issu of safe- 
guarding the nation’s financial sta- 
bility. Senator after Senator gave 
as explanation for his adverse vote 
this reason, separated entirely from 
the merits of giving aid to the vet- 
erans. 

The roll call was taken under 
galleries packed with former sol- 
diers. Hundreds more pressed up 
to the Senate doors, and from the 
outside were plainly audible the 
songs, cheers and boos of thousands 
who swarmed over the broad plaza, 
blocking all traffic, but causing no 
disorder and voicing no threats.

Asked the value of the Rolls-Royce 
machines, he smiled and said, “I’ve 
been trying to sell them, but can’t 
find a bidder.” 
How the Cash Went Down. 

Testifying about his firm's finan- 
cial condition, Steinberg stated that 
on April 18, 10 days before the re- 
ceivership, by the firm's latest cal- 
culation of resources and obliga- 
tions, the cash on hand was $256,- 
823. On April 27, he said, the part- 
nership had $90,179 in banks. The 
bank loans of $1,997671 he stat- 
ed, were secured by collateral be- 
longing to the firm or collateral 
which customers had deposited 
against their accounts. 

Regarding “free’’ securities, pur- 
chased outright by customers, but 
still in the firm’s custody, he said 
that “to the best of our ability” 
these were kept from getting into 
the hands of banks as collateral. 

On April 27, the day before the 
receivership, Steinberg said, the 
firm owned $742,600 of securities, 
the readily marketable part of 
which was pledged as security for 
foans. On that day, he stated, the 
firm owed customers and brokers 
about $163,000. 

Loans From the Banks. 


Bank loans, al] secured, as shown 
by the firm’s calculation of April 
18 were as follows: First Nation- 
al Bank in St. Louis, $441,000; 
Boatmen’s National, $25,000; Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co., $300,000; Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., $195,000; United States 
Bank & Trust Co., $100,000; Na- 
tional Stockyards Bank of East St. 
Louis, $75,000; Southern Illinois 
National Bank of East St. Louis, 
$25,000; Chase National of New 
York, $225,000; other loans, includ- 
ing small banks, $586,671. 

Steinberg denied emphatically, 
as did other partners, that any se- 
curities or other assets of the firm 
had been removed, except in the 
regular course of business, shortly 
before the receivership. 

He exhibited deep resentment of 
questions which he said he con- 
sidered reflected on his honesty as 
co-receiver for the firm and said if 
he knew of any assets not in the 
hands of the receivers he would 
“go out and get them.” The other 
receiver is Thomas N. Dysart. 


Asked About Connection With Suit. 


Steinberg denied he had any di- 
rect connection with the filing of 
the involuntary bankruptcy peti- 
tion or that the firm had paid the 
filing fee, but said Scherck, anoth- 
er partner, may have had some 
connection with the bringing of 
the suit. 

Scherk admitted requesting the 
three petitioning creditors in the 
bankruptcy suit to sign the peti- 
tion, but said tre did so at the di- 
rection of Attorney L. M. Allen 
of the law firm of Lewis, Rice, 
Tucker, Allen & Chubb, attorneys 
for the brokerage firm. 

Of the petitioning creditors, he 
said, William Hellmich was head 
of a printing concern, Albert J. 
Silver was known to him only as 
a customer, and Sonny R. Nelson, a 
Negro, was the. porter for the 
Steinberg company. 

The three creditors testified they 
had legitimate claims but admitted 
they had paid no part of the filing 
fee. Clarence Trueblood, attorney 
for the petitioners, said regarding 
the bankruptcy suit, “I was au- 
thorized to file the petition by at- 
torneys for the firm.” 

New Affiliations of Partners.

JUNE INCOME TAX PAYMENTS 
TO DATE TOTAL $89,571,348 


Amount Reported for June 16 Ex- 
ceeds Same Day Last 
Year.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—In- 
come taxes from the second quar- 
terly payment on 1931 incomes re- 
ported by the Treasury for June 16 
amounted to $55,375,660 as com- 
pared with $29,368,152 on the com- 
parative day of last year. 

The payments due on June 15 
will not all be reported by the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for a 
weck or more and if the total 
mounts above $190,000,000, Treas- 
ury officials will be gratified. 

Income tax receipts for the cur- 
rent month to date aggregated 
$89,571,348.35 as compared with 
$75,897,122.93 received during the 
comparable period last year. For 
the fiscal year to date, which in- 
cludes 11 months and 16 days, in- 
come tax receipts have amounted 
to $985.549,988.61 as compared 
with $1,640,526,004.41 for the cor- 
responding period of the 1931 fis- 
cal year.

State income tax collections to date 
are slightly higher than at this 
time last year, L. D. Thompson, 
State Auditor, announced today.

Estimates of the number of vot- 
ers signing the poll books in the 
supplementary registration last 
Thursday were verified by a count 
yesterday, showing that 106,150 
persons‘had registered. This was 
an average of 158 to a precinct. 

This is the greatest number ever 
recorded here in a supplementary 
registration. Previously there were 
288,205 names on the books. The 
revision of the lists now being made 
will remove 90,000 to 95,000 names, 


in the opinion of Miss Emma J. 


Bobb, chairman of the _ Election 
Board. The removal will be due 
to the shifting of population, the 
departure of many persons from 
the city and deaths. 

After revision, the number of 
registered voters is expected to be 
about 300,000 or slightly higher.

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WOMAN 10 STAND 
TRIAL FOR LONDON 
GUCKTAIL MURDER 


Mrs. Elvira Dolores Barney 
Sobs and Finally Col- 
lapses in Dock at Arraign- 


ment. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 18.—Mrs. Elvira 


Dolores Barney, daughter of a 
wealthy London stock broker and 
divorced wife of an American sing- 


er was committed for trial today 
on a charge of murder in the case 
of Thomas William Scott Stephen, 
who was shot to death in her 


apartment in Mayfair early in the/ 


morning of May 31.. She also was 
committed for trial on a charge 
of shooting at him on a previous 
occasion. She pleaded not guilty 
to both charges. 

At this morning’s arraignment, 
Mrs. Barney collapsed when the 
prosecution read several letters she 
had written to Stephen and some 
that he had written to her. 

“My Darling Baby,” she had writ- 
ten, “even if this note were lost I 
should not care, for I love you, 
darling. I have not had a lot of 
happiness in my life as you have 
had, and I feel like suicide when 
you are angry. 

“Sometimes when you are feeling 
furious do try to think or all I had 
to endure with J. B. (her hus- 
band). Don’t be too jealous, be- 
cause I suffered so much over that 
with him. It leads to all kinds 
of misery. I won’t let you down. 
All my love, Elvira.” 

As the attorney read the letter 
Mrs. Barney sobbed. She broke 
down again when the prosecution 
produced the coat which Stephen 
wore when he was killed and ex- 
hibited the bullet hole. 

The prosecution read a letter 
from Stephen in which Mrs. Bar- 
ney was addressed as “Baby, Little 
Fatable.” Stephen asked her to 
forgive him for all the “dreadful 
horrible things I have done,” and 
promised “to be better and kinder 
so you won’t be frightened . any 
more.”’ 

During the hearing Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury, eminent pathologist who 
has figured in many murder cases, 
testified that it was unlikely that 
Stephen had shot himself. He said 
he did not think the _ revolver 
could have been discharged dur- 
ing a struggle for its possession 
as Mrs. Barney had told the police 
it was. : 

The shooting followed a long 
and noisy cocktail party. A detec- 
tive testified that when he was 
about to take Mrs. Barney to the 
police station after the shooting 
she struck him in the face and 
called him a “vile swine.’ Later 
she apologized, he said. 

Before they left there was a tele- 
phone call from her mother, Lady 
Mullens. Mrs. Barney said to him, 
he testified, “now that you know 
who my mother is I think you’ll 
be a little more careful in what 
you say and do to me.”

The telephone tax bill intro- 
duced yesterday in the Board of 
Aldermen as a rellef measure, con- 
templates that the tax ef five cents 
a month on each telephone is to be 
paid by the Southwestern Bell! Tele- 
phone Co. and not by subscribers, 
it was explained by Charles § J. 
Dolan, specia) tax counsel for the 
city. 

Dolan drew up the bill which 
provides that the tax shall be paid 
by the company on the sixteenth of 
each month based on the number 
of telephones in service the pre- 
vious month. Rates of the tele- 
phone company are fixed by the 
State Public Service Commission, 
Dolan explained, and only by ob- 
taining permission of the commis- 
sion to increase its rate could the 
company pass the tax on to sub- 
scribers. 

The telephone tax is expected to 
yield $90,000 amnually for relief 
appropriations. 

Other bills taxing trust com- 
panies $500 a year and all types 
of coin or slug operated slot ma- 
chines $5 annually, were _  intro- 
duced yesterday. What revenue 
might be derived from these has 
not been estimated. 

The Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment, which would 
receive the funds the Board of Al- 
dermen is seeking to raise by spe- 
cial taxes, continues to refuse new 
applications for relief. Since 
Wednesday, when this policy was 
resorted to, 399 families, 69 single 
women and 698 homeless men have 


been retused help. 2 
Estimating that it wolud need 
abont $1,500,000 more than its 


present funds to continue in full 
operation until Jan. 1, the commit- 
tee has decided not only to refuse 
new applications, but to begin soon 
to withdraw assistance from 15,000 
of the 25,000 families now being 
helped by its relief agencies. 

Special tax bills estimated to 
yield more than $700,000 for gelief 
during the fiscal year which ends 
next April are pending in the Board 
of Aldermen and its Legislation 
Committee will hold a public hear- 
ing on them Monday afternoon. 

A resolution referring to rumors 
that relief is being given to perons 
not permanent residents of St.

ACQUITTED OF MURDER 
ON SELF-DEFENSE PLEA 


G. B. McRoberts Admitted 
Shooting, Stabbing and Slash- 
ing Victim’s Throat. 


Guyinaus B. McRoberts, a ser- 
vice car driver of 3355 Oxford ave- 
nue, Maplewood, was acquitted of 
the murder of his associate, Ed- 
ward Unger, by a jury in Circuit 
Judge Nolte’s court at Clayton last 
night. 

The jury, which deliberated 
three hours, declined to discuss the 
verdict. Immediately after the 
verdict, McRoberts was turned over 
to St. Louis police on a warrant 
charging him with theft of an au- 
tomobile. The automobile, stolen 
from Ernest Cole, *820 Delmar 
boulevard, was one McRoberts said 
Unger had taken but which he ad- 
mitted using. 

His attorney developed a self- 
defense plea. Preceding the ser- 
vice car driver on the stand were 
a number of persons who testified 
they had heard Unger threaten to 
kill McRoberts. One, a former 
roommate of McRoberts, said Un- 
ger had accused McRoberts of 
making untrue statements about 
him to a young woman. Another, 
McRobert’s former landlady, said 
Unger had threatened McRoberts 
by telephone and had thrown rocks 
against the house to get him to 
come out. 

McRoberts, on the stand, reiter- 
ated a confession made shortly af- 
ter Unger’s nude body was found 
in a roadside weed patch near Fen- 
ton, Jefferson County, last Octo- 
ber. 

He said he and Unger had spent 
the night of Oct. 8 at a Meramec 
River club house and that early 
the next morning, while he was ly- 
ing in bed, Unger attempted to 
¢reep upon him with an icepick. 

McRoberts said he obtained a 
revolver from under the pillow and 
shot Unger in the head. He illus- 
trated how he afterward picked up 
the body, put it on the bed and 
stabbed Unger with the icepick and 
cut his throat with a. paring knife. 

Details in his confession of how 
he kept the body at the club house 
during the day of the murder and

+ . IETHER street cars on widened 

Market street would menace the 
safety of the people who would use them 
may be open to debate, though to pass 
to the center of a street and pause there 
while waiting to boatd a Car seems to 
constitute an act almost inseparable from 
menace. Certain it is that the safety 
zones for patrons of street cars prac- 
tically destroy two lanes of traffic on 
streets which contain them. 

But why fequire the street car com- 
pany to persist in a system of vagy 
transportation which is inflexible an 
which all experts tell us can be greatly 
improved in efficiency and safety by the 
use of the right sort of vehicles? 

The writer recently spent several days 
in London. ‘This city of 8,000,000 people 
is served by busses and underground rail 
lines. The latter were built to relieve 
the surface bus lines, just as under- 
ground lines must always be built when 
cities grow very large. The busses vo 
strong gasoline engines with quick sk 
up. They wind in and out of the traffic 
with celerity and ease, pass each other 
when some of them are slowed down by 
excessive stops or are impeded by acci- 
dent. No one cai watch the surface traf- 
fic of that big city and not realize that 
by no fixed rail transportation system 
could the traffic be handled at all, Lon- 
don would jam tight from Kensington to 
the Strand except for its facile busses and 
the absence of rigid rail street cars. 

It does not require a prophet to foresee 
the passing of surface atreet cars in our 
large cities. Go to New York and see the 
few remaining almost inert and useléss 
surface cars, and watch carefully how 
they contribute to the congestion of traf- 
fic instead of relieving it. It is not 
enough that the public in St. Louis can 
be transported by rail lines. It is im- 
portant that the city should possess the 
most efficient system of transportation; 
and nothing but retrogression would be 
accomplished by requiring surface rail

The Party Committee Scramble. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
W HEN the last Legislature enacted @ 

law increasing the filing fee for 
candidates for St. Louis party commit- 
tees from $5 to $100, the argument was 
made that the’ number of contestants 
weuld be reduced. The law was attacked 
as a scheme to perpetuate incumbents 
in office. In the first trial of the statute, 
now at hand, these atguments are dia- 
proved. There are 207 men and women 
running for the 112 places on the Demo- 
cratic and Republican city committees. 
In 1930 there were 237. 
~ The decrease of only 30 embryo States- 
men shows the failure of the law. If 
times were not hard, there might have 
been an increase. There are contests for 
80 of the 112 unsalaried jobs. The only 
real result is the enrichment of the cam- 
paign funds of the two parties through 
receipt of the filing fees. The Repub- 
licens have received $10,300 from this 
source and the Democrats just $100 more. 
Incidentally, it is interesting to note that 
the Democratic ward politicians are 
scrambling for places this year, in sharp 
contrast to former years. This, of course, 
is dye to their belief that 1932 is a Dem- 
ocratic year. 

Unless the new law is knocked out in 
the courts, the term of party committee 
members will be four years instead of 
two henceforth. This probably is a good 
thing. However, it is debatable whether 
the big filing fee is desirable. 
keep some objectionable persons from 
e..tering the races. On the other hand. it 
Puts a premium on a pogition of trust, 
with the resultant temptation to misuse 
patronage or power. ..

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UP FROM BONDAGE. 

While thé action of the Republican national conven: 
tion at Chicago on the prohibition issue was tar from 
‘peing either forthright or satisfactory, it did end 
the boidage of the party to the Anti-Saloon League. 

Fout yéars ago the Republican platform contented 
itself with a declaration for law enforcement. The 
‘eonvention was full of men who cried out against 
on of a great and livihg isste which had 
divided Americafi people as they had not been di- 
vided since the slavery issue, but it did no good. 

The lion lay down with the lamb. That counsel of 
peffection which a quafter of a century ago had done 
no more than thunder in the index as the Prohibition 
patty of the United States, had taken over the power- 
ful party of Lincoln. 

What a spectacle it was! The party that had tri- 
umphed over the Democrats and buried the Whigs 
because it had the courage to stand for what they all 
knew to be right, had delivered its shining blade into 
the custody of the Anti-Baloon League. 

Why? Because it believed in Federal prohibition? 
Because it believed it practicable for the Federal 
Government to suppress the sovereignty of the states 
and tell the people what they should eat and what 
they should drink? Because it believed that tyranny 
in our Ow time is any better than tyranny was when 
the slaves were freed? Because it believed that tem- 
peratice, which had been gaining steadily in response 
to man’s urge from within, could be made absolute 
from without? 

No. It did it because it hoped, with the aid of the 
dry vote, to win the national election. It had no 
principle better than that. It had no conviction. It 
wanted the jobs, and for the jobs it supinely sur- 
rendered its soul. 

Chicago mafked the béginning of its deliverance. 
The prohibition plank adopted by the convention is 
a monstrosity. The party is stilt playing politics 
with the dry voters. It is still holding out to them 
the hollow promise that something will be done to 
keep the strong hand of the Government upon the 
liquor question. 

But the end is certain. The country is not going 
to retain any vestige of Federal prohibition. It is 
going to send the liquor issue back to the states, and 
that is where it belongs. It is not necessary to amend 
the Constitution to give Congress power to regulate 
interstate liquor traffic, the protection of the dry 
states again&t the wet. That is all nonsense, and we 
havé had enough nonsense. 

We congratulate the Republican party upon the 
progress it is making out of servitude. Its experience 
has been a humiliation both to it and to the country. 
Because of its unfortunate alliance with a cause that 
has nothing to do with political science, the country 
has drifted perilously close to the rocks. Its elections 
have béen sO confused by the liquor issue that every 
other consideration has been neglected. 

It is time we got our feet back upon solid 
ground. It is time we talked about the national econ: 
omy, the tariff, the machine, the maldistribution of 
wealth, government for the few at the expense of 
the many, work for the unemployed, raids on the 
Treasury, the waste of war, and Uncle Sam’s credit. 

It is time we talked about restoring to the state, 
to the nation and to the city the revenues from ex- 
cises which have been pouring into the pockets of 
bootleggers and politicians, and which have enriched a 
growing and menacing underworld. 

It is time we restored public decency, swept the 
hypocrite out of public life, and insisted that parties 
and party leaders shall stand for something. 

Disappointing as it was, the Chicago convention 
was nevertheless historic. It started the Republican 
party on its way up from bondage. 
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THE CRACK OF DOOM. 

The gloomy prophets everywhere have had, and are 
still having, a big inning, but it is not the first time 
they were persuaded that events were ringing civil- 
ization’s knell. A writer in the London Fortnightly 
finds aid and comfort, which he passes generously on 
to his countrymen, by consulting the pronouncements 
of the illustrious in former crises. He discovers that, 
in 1800, William Pitt observed: “There is scarcely 
anything around us but ruin and despair.” Almost 
half a century later, 1849, to be exact, he hears Dis- 
raeli murmut: “Industry, commerce and agriculture 
—there is no hope.” And in 1851 the Duke of Wel- 
lington paused to “Thank God, I shall be spared the 
consummation of ruin that is gathering about us.” 
Finally, in 1868, Lord Shaftesbury ended it all with: 
“Nothing can save the British Empire from ship- 
wreck.” Moral: Always copper Comrade Doleful’s 
bet. 
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MISSOURI'S POLITICAL SPOILSMANSHIP. 

The Associated Industries of Missouri is not @is- 
couraged by its failure to effect a business-like reot- 
ganization of the State’s business, get rid of the use 
less, overlapping bureaus, remove from the backs of 
the Missouri taxpayers the “locust swarm” of super- 
fluous employes at Jefferson City, introduce a real 
Department of Budget and reduce the ever-mounting 
costs of government. 

The association has twice analyzed conditions at 
the capital and submitted a program of remedial leg- 
islation, and has twice run into the embattled hosts of 
bureaucracy under the leadership of Secretary of 
State Becker and twice encountered a lethargic Leg- 
islature, unimpressed either by the nécessity for 
economy or the means to accomplish it. 

The association, however, presses on with a tenacity 
worthy of the cause. It again calls attention to the 
rising tide of governmental expenditures, which have 
increased 400 per cent in 30 years. This calculation, 
it should be explained, has to do only with the 82 
agencies which have sprouted and bloomed since the 
turn of the century. It does not include road con- 
struction and maintenance, public school funds, sol- 
dier bonus payments, bond retirement and interest, 
park and miscellaneous accounts. It is directed sole- 
ly at our overstuffed bureaucracy. 

By way of a glimpse at conditions at the seat of 
government, there are 10 separate examining boards 
for the licensing of members of the various profes: 
sions; 15 different boards for the control of the edu- 
cational, eleemosynary and pena) institutions; six 
separate divisions of the Department of Agriculture; 
nine different State agenciés for the administration 
of the State tax laws. 

That is why the costs of our State Government 
climb steadily to higher altitudes. 

That is the system which Mr. Becker, as Secretary 
of State, has stoutly defended. His defense of it has 
been abuse of the Associated Industries in familiar 
Beckerian rhetoric. “Gold-laden agents giving Bel- 


shazzar feasts.” “High-priced lobbyists,” “Big city 
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business.” “Newspapers influenced by advertising 
contracts.” That is the Becker style of argument, 
and so far it has won. | 

It is to be hoped that when the Legislature of Mis- 
souri next meets, Mr. Becket will have been retited to 
private life and that an administration will be in pow: 
ér which will realize that the chads, extravagance 
and wanton waste of the present ofder must be ta 
solved into an efficient, economical, organized eys- 
tem, fortified by a modern budget method. 

Political spoilsmanship has wrung the Missouri 
taxpayer dry. 
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NO MOB LEGISLATION. 

Fortunately, the majority of the Senate haa thé 
courage of its convictions and stood against the de 
mand of the ex-soldiers in Washington for the adop- 
tion of the bonus bill. Otherwise, the Federal Gév: 
ernment would take the first step toward mob rile. 

The ex-soldiers who went to Washington from all 
parts of the country to demand the bonus, declaring 
that they would stay in Washington until their de 
mand was granted by Congress, flouted the principles 
and orderly methods of free representative govern 
ment to force their demand for an appropriation, re- 
gardiess of the conviction of Congressmen, the pub- 
lic welfare and the condition of the Federal Tréa- 
bury. It was an imperative demand, backed by & 
mob surrounding the Capitol, insisting that Congress 
and the President should bow to its will, 

The success of thé ex-soldiers’ movemetit would 
have marked the beginning of mob legislation. Had 
it succeeded, the way would be opened for other 
marchers to Washington with demands to enforce on 
Congress. 

The veterans of the War havé the sympathy of the 
people. Doubtless many of them are suffering hard 
conditions, and the country wants tobe not only just 
but generous to them. It is generous. They did not 
indulge in disorder nor threaten violence, but they be- 
sieged the. Capitol with insistent demands. They 
were a menace to good, honest government. Other 
similar groups might not exercise the samé restraint. 

Roman Emperors held down mobs and satisfied the 
masses with bread and circuses. Movements similar 
to that of the ex-soldiéfs Who mafched 6n Wash: 
ington require food for their mobs; but they demand 
money. What the limit of the demand might be is 
unknown, but the result would be either the bank- 
ruptcy of the Government or thé use of force. Such 
movements are revolutionary. They lead to direct 
action and terrorism. rae 

We have orderly methods of expressing the will and 
desires of the people for action by the Government. 
We can proceed by resolutions and free assemblies 
throughout the country; by petitions to Congress: by 
requests to Representatives and Senators, or by hear- 
ifgs before committees. These methods are orderly 
and in accord with organized democracy. But march- 
ing on Washington to make demands is not in aé- 
cord with sound principles or wise methods. 

The country cannot stand mob legislation. It 
strikes at free, orderly government and republican 
institutions. Yielding to it would be a decisive step 
toward ruin. 3 
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WE GET IT. 

Lioyd George was telling the new British Parlia- 
ment.about De Valera. “I was the leader of the del- 
egation which negotiated the Irish treaty,” he said, 
“so I have had experience with Mr. De Valera. There 
is nothing quite like him, and this distracted world 
should be thankful that he is unique. If we had any- 
thing else like him in the Council of Nations, no busi- 
ness ever could be transacted.” The point, seemingly 
and briefly, is that De Valera is the Dizzy Dean of 
Ireland. 
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FRYING PAN, SKILLET AND SPIDER. 

The linguistic atlas compilers, after working nine 
months under the auspices of the American Council 
of Learned Societies, have made their first report. 
New England is the area covered, mote than 10,000 
pages being requireu to set down the colloquialisms 
of that restricted section. Sea captains and busineégs 
men, fisher folk and farmers, hill dwellers and village 
residents were interviewed. Along the road that Paul 
Revere took houses have “gutters”; Cape Cod ¢cét- 
tages have “spouts,” while down Connecticut way 
people speak of “eavetroths,” Apparettly New En- 
glanders aren’t up on architectural nuanhcés. Other 
failures to find the right word afe even moré annoy- 
Ing. The Plymouth boy speaks of a “tilt,” the Rhode 
Island boy of a “dandle,” the Connecticut boy of a 
“tester,” and his cousin who lives out on Block Island 
of a “tipitybounce.” What each is trying to say is 
seesaw. 

Nor does it bring us any closer to the Boston Post 
road folk to know that they speak of “buttonbal!” 
and “buttonwood” trees when they mean sycamores. 
Interchangeable use of “frying pan,” “skillet” and 
“spider” is absolutely unpardonable. Everyone here- 
abouts knows the skillet ig smaller than the frying 
pan and that the spider has the longest handle of 
the three. To ignore the differences is almost as bad 
as saying “pan dowdy” when “apple dumpling” is 
meant, another New England linguistic delinquency. 

The atlas compilers are embarked on a worthy 
work, but the pity of it is that they did not acquire 
a proper set of standards by starting their undertak: 
ing in the Mississippi Valley, where each expression is 
used corréctly. 
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JOE JEFFERSON'S SON 

St. Louis should have had a warm spot in its heart 
for Thomas Jefferson, the actor, who has died at the 
age of 73 in California. He made stage history here in 
1922, when he played to 58,893 spectators in three 
weeks, to break the record set by “The Chocolate 
Soldier” in 1911. Mr. Jefferson’s role—sufely ho one 
has forgotten—was that of Bill Jones, “Lightnin’ ” 
Bill Jones, the lovable, bragging old Civil War vet- 
eran who helped America turn from the tragedies of 
France with his preposterous whoppers like the otie 
in which he drove a swarm of bees across the plains 
in the dead of winter—‘“‘an’ never lost a bee!”

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The Aftermath at Chicago

HE fundamental view of the adminis- 

tration at the Chicago donvention was 

that it must win as the party of conserv- 
atism. It was interesting to see how care+ 
fully the expediency of being conservative 
had been thought out by men who most 
closely reflected Mr. Hoover’s views. They 
had made up their minds that throughout 
the world the majority of people have bé- 
come conservative under the influence of 
the depression. They pointed to Bnglana, to 
Germany, to Italy, te Australia. 

“What is this depression,” I heard one of 
the most inside of the insiders éxplain, “ex- 
cept a erisis of confidénce? Pébéple are 
afraid, When they are afraid, they want to 
tie up to something safe and strong, té the 
old réliablés, to the gold standard, to the 
flag, to the Constitution. But you are wrong 
to call this éonsefvatism. It is catition: The 
great middle class wants cauti6us méh in 
charge. .They do not want t6 experifhent 
until they are sure that their money ift the 
bahk is safe. They are tod frightened t6 
éxperiment. Théy want men who aét aha 
100k éatitidus evéhi Whén they have to 46 
very radical things. And that’s what We afe 
giving them here. We aré going t6 166k 48 
much like Gibraltar as We can.” 


THE Hodver stratégists had been studying 
history and they wefée 66nvinced that, eon- 
trary t6 the genéral 6pifiion, American de- 
pressi6n& produce in the first instafice a 
conservative reaétioA. They admit, of 
course, that new idéas arise during depres- 
sions beéauise the weakfiessés of the estab- 
lished order are révealed.

Miich as they would like t6 cféate the 
impression, it w6uld net be true to say that 
the Ho6vér Gonservatisin represents a body 
of coherent conservative principles. Far 
from it. Ahyonhe whé will éxpose himself to 
the péint 6f reading thé platform from he- 
ginhing t6 end will discover that Mr. Hééver 
has long since abandoned his old faith if 
rugged individualism. His platforri is a 
doctrine of indéfatigable paternalisti. fts 
spirit is that 6f the great white father pro- 
viding help for all his people. 3 

Every conceivable interést which has

votes is offered protection, or subsidies, or 
access of some kind to the Treasury. While 
here and there a dim hint obtrudes that 
there are limits to Federal aid, the total ef- 
fect is one of stupendous encouragement to 
every interest to comé to Washington and 
there be taken care of. 

I say the total effect, but as a matter of 
fact the platform is not méant to have a to- 
tal effect. It is hot meéatit to be read as a 
wholé, and its verbosity is a good protection 
against this danger. The platforni is meant 
to be read in bits. It is intehded that each 


interest should read the plank which -con- 


cérfts it, and when it does, it will find there 
what its lobbyists have been asking for. 
Thus the Republicans will be able to feel 
that as a party they stand for etonomy and 
self-fellance, while 4s individuals they ob- 
tain from a kindly govérnment the protec- 
tioh, the privileges or the subsidies they 
néed ih their biisiness. 

Here, | suppose, is the final reason why 
the Progressive Republicans played no part 
whatéver at Chicago this year. They are 
the répfésentatives of a sectional interest, 
and in the crisis they have no program 
which really differs from Mr. Hoover's 
éhotigh to compete with it. 

They have agitated for high ineome taxes. 
Mr. Hoover has sighed a pill imposing the 
highest income taxes ever levied in time 6f 
peace, They have agitated for the use of 
the national credit to provide relief. MF. 
Hoover’s program involvés the usé of pbil- 
liens of the national credit. Ail the money 
there is and all the money that can be bor- 
rowed is being poured out in all diréctions. 
and there is really nothing left in this field 
that the Progressives can demand. 

On thé gteat questions of immediate pol- 
ley, on mattérs like restoration of the inter- 
fational exchanges, on the tariff as a wérid 
problem, on debts, reparations afid foreign 
policy, there is nO Progressive prégram 
which can be distinguishéd from Mr. 
Hoover's. On the mote far-reaching ques- 
tiéns of the future, on such mattérs as the 
reform of banking, the control of invest- 
ment, the planning of industry and a bet- 
tér distribution of its profits, the Progres- 
sivés, whose interests aré limitéd 86 largely 
to the problems of wheat, corn and éattle 
farmers, have no program. Théy suspect 
the powers that be, but when they have de- 
nounced and expeséed, they Kavé né éléear 
idea of what they Wish té 46 next. 

In a world crisis, which is today midst 
acute in industry and fifanéé, the ola- 
fashioned agrarian Progressives have little 
leadership to offer. Thus Mr. Hodver’s ‘sys- 
tem of improvised paternalism wrapped up 
in conservative packages atid adorned with 
pictures Of all the Old tfibal fetishes is iow 
the undisputed Repliblicah doctrine.

N SOME paradise for politicians, there

Cermak Informs Them 
They ‘‘Are in Wrong 

- Church” and Refers Them 
to School Board.

CHICAGO, June 18.—Several 
hundred unpaid public school 
teachers marched to the office of 
Mayor Cermak yesterday. and de- 
manded their salaries. 

Amid a loud chorus of boos and 
hisses, the Mayor informed them 
they were “in the wrong church” 
and advised that they take their 
troubles to the Board of Education. 
He promised, however, to use his 


them. 

The delegation was a part of sev- 
eral thousand teachers who gath- 
ered in Grant Park to voice their 
indignation at having to work 13 
months with only five months’ 
pay and to demand that something 
be done for them. 

The teachers in mass meeting ap- 
proved resolutions calling on Pres- 
ident Hoover to send a representa- 
tive to study their plight, urging 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
tation to advance Chicago the 
money with which to pay them, 
asking Chicago bankers to help 
them, and that vacant schoo! builda- 
ings be turned over to indigent 
teachers as homes for the summer. 

Several public Officials and civic 
leaders had been invited to the 
meeting,.but none appeared and the 
name of each was hooted and 
je¢éred as it was read. 

What Teacbers Demand. 

Among the resolutions approved 
were those deciaring: 

“Chicago tax warrants should 
certainly be as valuable as bonds 
of Chilé, Peru, Bolivia or the 
Middie West Utilities.” 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration “should come in a body to 
investigate the iovcaj situation with 
a view to liquifying the assets of 
14,000 teachers”: 

The city banks and the city 
should “come from behind the 
folds of the United States flag and 
render financial aid to the Board 
of Education.” 

Congress should “enact all neces- 
sity legislation to provide imme- 
diate relief specifically for teachers 


who, though employed, are in a 
worse situation than the unem- 
ployed.” 


After the mass meeting, several 
hundred teachers started to the 
City Hall. They marched through 
the building chanting “We want 
pay” and entered the Mayor's of- 
'fice. They cheered when the Mayor 
appeared, but the cheers turned to 
jeers a few minutes later. 

“If you have no respect for me,” 
the Mayor said, “please show somie 
respect for the Mayor of the City 
of Chicago. If you want to drive 
your friends away, just keep on 
acting like this.” 

Vain Appeal to Bankers. 

Cermak last night asked bankers 
to borrow money from the Recon- 
struction Corporation to buy tax 
warrants of the city and county. 
| The bankers refused. 

“You cannot borrow yourself out 
of the mess you are in,’ Melvin A. 
Traylor of the First National Bank 
said. “You'll have to pay your way 
out with taxes. The teachers should 
direct their efforts to those who 
refused to pay taxes.” 

City officials decided to go to 
Washington and ask ths Recon- 
struction Corporation to change its 
rules to permit borrowing by mu- 
nicipalities. 

Twenty million dollars is due the 
teachers and a loan of 325,000,000 
will be requested to help pay other 
employes, also. 


STUDY OF THE GOLD STANDARD 


Brown. U. Gets Rockefeller Funds 
to Support Survey. 

PROVIDENCE, R. L., June 18.— 
Brown University has received a 
special grant of funds from the 
Rockefeller Foundation to support 
a cOmprehensive study of the gold 
standard, it was announced last 
night by Dr. Albert D. Mead, act- 
ing president. 

The study will be carried out by 
Prof. William Adams Brown Jr. 
and Carel Jan Smit of the depart- 
ment of economics. It is to be 
based on a view “that the present 
breakdown of the gold standard in 
several countries cannot fully be 
understood by an examination of 
present disturbed conditions alone,” 
Dr. Mead said.

Refuses to Turn Into Young Man for “Maiden 
Pure of Heart” Despite Blood, Honey 
and Ancient Rigamarole. 


By the Associated Preps, 
WERNIGERODE, Saxony, Ger- 


many, June 18.—A party of Ger- 
man and English researchers into 
the occult, accompanied by “a 
maiden pure of heart,” a billy goat 
and a small crowd of witnesses, 


ascended Germany's “magie moun- 
tain,” the Brocken, last night. They 
invoked the “black magic” of an 
older day to test its legendary 
power to turn the billy goat into a 
handsome young man. Despite the 
old formulas incantations and riga- 
marole, the billy goat refused to be 
anything but a billy goat. 

Another test will be made tonight 
in the same setting made famous in 
Goethe’s “Faust.” 

What Happened Last Night. 

What happened last night ‘was 

is: 


The experimenters, headed by 
Harry Price, London psychic ex- 
pert, trooped up the Brocken lead- 
ing the billy goat and carrying an 
ancient witches’ formula, in manu- 
script, brought from the archives 
of the National Laboratory of Psy- 
chical Research, London. 

With them was “Miss Gloria Gor- 
don of England.” The@ formula 
called for a maiden “pure of heart,” 
and Miss Gordon said she “guéssed”’ 
she was “as well qualified as any 
girl nowadays.” 

Atop the mountain they anointed 
the goat with blood and honey and 
the scrapings of church bells. They 
used the proper pine to light a fire, 
described a circle of the specified 
size and uttered every one of the 
Latin incantations stipulated. 

The goat was led into the circle 
by a silver cord. A white sheet 
was thrown over it. More pre- 
scribed abracadabra was intoned. 
Then, in a weird monotone, Price 
boomed “One!” -He continued to 
“ten”—with propér pauses. 

While a hundred or so specta-

tors, huddled in overcoats, looked 
on in breathless silence, the “maid- 
en pure in heart” jerked off the 
sheet. 

But no handsome young man 
stepped out to greet her. Instead, 
as might have been expécted, there 
stood the billygoat, shivering in the 
cold, 

Witches Apparently on Strike. 

‘Witchcraft had failed, and every- 
body applauded, for that is what 
the test was intended to prove. 

As Dr. Erich Bohn, a German 
scholar interested in the experi- 
ment, said: “It ia far from our ex- 
pectation to summon witches and 
spirits. Nevertheless, there is no 
reason why these ancient recipes 
and rituals should be merely cast 
aside, for it is the business of sci- 
ence to reject nothing so long as 
the method it employs is a scién- 
tific one.” 

The experimenters will beard the 
spirits on the spot, again tonight, 
put al] the debunking in the worid 
won't change the Brocken for the 
German peasants. When ominous 
blue-black clouds pour over the top 
and the wind swoops down the val- 
leys it is creepy story time in the 
little timbered housés of the Hartz 
Mountain dwéllers—and probably 
always will be. 

The billygoat was all right this 
morning but the “maiden pure of 
heart” was confined to her bed 
with a severe cold, caught in the 
raw night wind of the mountain 
top. 

“Gloria,” pretty, with wavy, 
blond bobbed hair, admitted today 
that she was really Urta Bohn, 
daughter of a Breslau attorney. 
“Dad wanted to avoid publicity,” 
she said. 

Several of the spectators at last

CONVENTION BUREAU TRIES 
IN VAIN TO GET CITY FUNDS 


President Declares It Has 
Brought Millions of Dollars 
r to St. Louis. 


A statement to inform the pub- 
lic of the need for financial sup- 
port of the Convention, Publicity 
and Tourist Bureau has been is- 
sued by Clarence H, King, presi- 
dent of the bureau and head of the 
Evens & Howard Sewer Pipe Co. 

The City Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment on Thursday told a 
delegation from the bureau that no 
appropriation could be made for it 
this year. The bureau got $10,000 
from the city last year out of a 
municipal advertising fund, but of- 
fered to get along with $9000 or 
$8000 this year. Much of its sup- 
port comes from contributions from 
business interests. 

King declared, in his statement, 
that the bureau brought about the 
expenditure of millions of dollars 
by visitors in St. Louis which. would 
not have been spent here but for 
the activity in obtaining conven- 
tions and ettracting tourists.

R. F. C, FUNDS REACH BILLION 


$250,000,000 Worth of New Notes 
to Be Issued. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has decided to issue $250,000,- 
000 of six-month notes. This brings 
to $1,000,000,000 the funds made 
available by the R. F. C. in making 
loans to aid economic recovery. 

The corporation was authorized 
by Congress to issue securities to- 
taling $1,500,000,000. The Treas- 
ury initially subscribed capital of 
$500,000,000, later bought $250,- 
000,000 of the corporation’s de- 
bentures and will purchase the 
notes authorized yesterday as the 
funds are needed. The new notes 
will mature Oct. 27 and will bear 
interest of 3% per cent annually.

PRESIDENT OF MEXICO 
APPEALS TO GOVERNORS 


Asks State Executives to Halt 
or Modify Laws Increasing 
Public Disquietude. 


By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, June 18.—PFPresi- 


dent Pascual Ortiz Rubio tele- 
graphed all state Governors today 
asking them to halt or modify any 
legislation which would “increase 
the public inquietude and lack of 
confidence.” 

He said the Federal Government 
had recently observed “legislation 
in some states of a socialistic and 


anti-constitutional tendency which 
had caused lack of confidence and 
inquietude and damaged Mexico's 
internal and foreign credit.” 

This was taken to be a reference 
to the expropriation laws recently 
passed in Vera Cruz, Hidalgo and 
Michoacan, which gave the state 
governments power to take over 
any private property for public use. 

President Ortiz Rubio said the 
Federal Government fully recog- 
nized “the revolutionary phenom- 
ena daily shaking the foundations 
of our civilization’’ and the obliga- 
tions of the Revolutionary party to- 
ward progressive betterment of 
conditions for the laboring classes, 
but, he added, the Government be- 
lieves that this was not the best 
time for legislation of that kind. 

Senator Manlio Fabio Altamirano 
of Vera Cruz said he would pro- 
pose in the Federal Senate Monday 
a plan to socialize the wealth of all 
Mexican revolutionary leaders and 
politcians. He would, he said, ask 
for the appointment of committees 
to study a plan of confiscation of 
the wealth of these leaders on the 
ground that a rich revolutionary 
was not a true and honest one. 
Altamirano’s colleagues, however, 
treated his idea lightly and predict- 
ed the proposal would gain no sup- 
port on the Senate floor.

“The Hotise * * * Goes 
hereby approve and encourage the 
efforts which have been made to 
hold an international econotnic 
conference to be participated in by 
as many countries as may be will- 
ing to send representatives for the 
purpose of considering methods for 
the improvement of general eco- 
nomic and monetary conditions.” 

The United States Government 
through the State Department has 
expressed willingness to attend such 
a conference provided it is limited 
to economic subjects and that war 
debts and reparations be barred.

A Hard Loser 


HE father and mother of a 10< 
T vear-oid boy are concerned be- 

cause he increasingly shows an 
inability to accept defeat. 
Beaten In a game he finds a va- 
riety of excuses. The sun wag in 
his eyes so he couldn't see the ball. 
Someone pushed him at a crucial 
moment. The umpire wasn’t fair. 
Whenever things go against him 
he is either ready with a list of 
alibis or he becomes angry, refus- 
ing to play or admit his mistakes. 
His parents have pointed out te 
him how futile and foolish is hi» 


behavior since everyone sees 
through his excuses. But this does 
not help. 


Such direct tactics seldom solve 
a difficulty which is caused by ele- 
ments which are beyond the child's 
conscious control. 

In this instance, the real source 
of trouble perhaps may be in the 
fact that in the past the boy was 
much catered to and indulgea. 
When suddenly, with the beginning 
of school life and play outside the 
home, he found that decisions were 
not always in his favor, he was un- 
able to accept them. 

If this is so, the helpful thing 
would be for his parents to talk 
things over with him frankly, ad- 
mitting their own mistakes and 
trying to win him with their help 
to face uncongenial facts with poise 
and honesty. 

On the other hand, instead of 
being the result of too much praise 
and indulgence in the past, the 
child's unwillingness to bear defeac 
may be a kind of desperate re- 
sponse to feeling himself always 
in the position of loser. 

Trying to compete with older 
and abler brothers and sisters or 
more mature playmates commonly 
is a cause of such feeling. The 
remedy here is to see that he has 
plenty of opportunity to play with
